the Author, William Torbitt 

The author is a lawyer in the southwestern part of the 
United States with twenty years trial experience. For two 
years, he served as a prosecuting attorney in criminal 
cases during 1949, 1590 and part of 1951. He has engaged 
in both civil and criminal practices and is licensed in all. 
state and federal courts in his areas and the court of tax 
appeals. 

The author is a typically conservative and successful 
attorney belonging to the American Trial Lawyers Association, 
3.H of his area bar associations, Kiwanis and local civic 
clubs. He is a family man and is highly respected in the 
courts before which he practices. He is not critical of 
the Warren Commission or .of any other national agency in 
connection with the assassination. 

The author has participated in cases in the southwest 
where professional Mexican assassins have been used to com- 
mit political murder. He has also participated in the trial 
of cases in the southwest involving gunrunning activities 
through Mexico to Cuba, both before Castro was successful 
and after Castro succeeded and became the subject of over- 
throw by gunrunners from the southwest.
